Priesthood 
strong, 
says  Elder 


"The  priesthood  is  the  power 
of  God,”  Elder  Thorpe  B.  Isaac- 
son, assistant  to  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve,  told  the  second  ses- 
sion of  the  BYU  2nd  Stake  Con- 
ference Sunday. 

‘‘The  boys  w’ho  hold  the  priest- 
hood have  the  power  and  auth- 
ority to  act  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,"  he  remarked.  “Boys  in 
the  priesthood  hold  more  power 
than  any  king  or  ruler.” 

ONE  COULD  not  buy  the  pow- 
er of  the  priesthood  for  any 
amount  of  money,  the  general 
authority  emphasized.  It  has 
been  given  indirectly  to  the 
members  of  the  priestrood  by 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  holders  of  the  priesthood 
have  the  authority  to  do  the 
things  that  Jesus  Christ  himself 
did,  such  as  the  laying  on  of 
hands,  blessing  the  sick,  and 
performing  certain  ordinances, 
Elder  Isaacson  pointed  out.
